Peres denied that Israel had ever 
announced that it would uot with- 
draw from any of the Golan 
Heights. 

Peres said that if the Sinai agree- 
ment with Egypt “will be a suc 
cessful one, there will be more and 
many others.” While the Sinai pact 
has not eliminated all existing dan- 
gers for Israel, he continued, it 
has offered “a ray of hope.” 

Peres, who was due to leave 
Washington yesterday to return to

T.A. Council may sue 
Moked over ‘blacklist’ 


By SARAH HONIG 

TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv Re- 
Ngious Council plans to sue the 
Moked activists for allegedly re- 
moving the so-called blacklist of 
persons unqualified for a Jewish re- 
ligious marriage. The confidential 
list, which has created a political 
uproar, was first smuggled out of 
the council offices here. 

Menahem Klugman, the council 
spokesman, said the snatching 
of the list was illegal and that 
distribution and publication did ir- 
reparable harm to many people. 

According to Mr. Klugman, 2 num- 
ber of persons, whose cases have 
teached public attention as a result 
have asked what steps they can 
take against the Moked members 
involved. 

Meanwhile, council chairman, 
Knesset member Pinhas Sheinman, 
said it is a mistake to refer to 
the list as a blacklist, as the in- 
clusion of one's name does not mean 
that he is barred from a Jewish 
martigge, but that his case may 
require further checking. 

The council denied that the list 
includes anyone with maimed sexual 
organs, a rumour which, the council 
alleges, was spread deliberately and 
with malicious intent. It said the 
list is out-dated and many of those 
whose names appear have been mar- 
Yied for decades. 

The spokesman streased that the 
counell only uses information volun- 
teered by the person who applies 
for marriage. 


“There would have been ἃ cause 
for uproar had we been investigat- 
ing people or spying on them, but 
this is not the case. Furthermore, 
we do not by any meahs use any 
material supplied to us by aquealers 
and informants of various sorts,” 
Mr. Klugman said, 

The spokesman maintained that

Food surpluses 
to Gaza needy 


ASHEKELON. — Hundreds of tons 
of surplus fruit and vegetables have 
been distributed to refugees and 
needy persons in the Gaza Strip so 
far this season, thanks to the Israel 
truck-farmers organization and the 
Fruit Marketing Board. Military 
government circles say the Gaza 
&reengrocers have cooperated by 
distributing the surpluses at cost. 

The operation, which is still going 
on, has not affected the normal vo- 
lume of grocery sales in the Strip. 
It also includes large quantities of 
surplus eggs and poultry.

WASHINGTON, — President Ford's 
reaction to the assassination at- 
tempts speaks more for machismo 
than wisdom. For Mr. Ford is, in 
effect, baring his chest, sticking out 
his chin and daring every kook in 
the country to take another shot 
at him. 

The right thing to do — the truly 
courageous way for Mr. Ford to 
protect Mr. Ford — is to do the 
one thing he has sworn off. That 
is not to go for gun control, helpful 
though that might be. It is to cur- 
tail public appearances until the 
present assassination fever abates. 

The starting point for analysis 
{s the recognition that for better or 
worse the U.S. is a country with a. 
thing about guns, Prowess with 
firearms was critical to survival in 
the frontier days. The right to bear 
arms is guaranteed in the Consti- 
tution, 

Millions of Americans regard 
hunting as a favourite recreation. 
Thousands collect guns as souve- 
nirs, I once visited in Mechanics- 
burg, Ohio, the home of a promi- 
nent official in which no wall was 
‘uncovered by some kind of rifle, 
shotgun, pistol or musket. That 
man, William Saxbe, eventually be- 
came attorney general. 

Given this prevailing ethos, laws 
governing guns tend to be per- 
missive in spirit and even more 80 
in enforcement. Americans own over 
135 million firearms, Including 40 
million handguns. Individual wea- 
pons are relatively cheap. Lee 
Harvey Oswald paid Jess than $25 
for the gun he used to murder Pre- 
Sident Kennedy.

‘Vatican denies plan 
to move to Jerusalem 


VATICAN CITY (UPI). — A 
Vatican spokesman yesterday 
discounted a published report 
that the Holy See was consid- 
ering moving to Jerusalem if the 
Communists win Italy’s next 
elections. . 

The report appeared in yes- 
terday'’s edition of the Naples 
daily “Roma.” Appearing with 
it was a photograph of a plastic 
model of a building resembling 
Notre Dame Cathedral in Paris 
which the newspaper said had 
been designed as the Jerusalem 
Vatican. 

The story had been the first 
instalment of an investigation 
conducted in Jerusalem “to veri- 
fy the foundation of rumours 
that the possibility of a transfer 
of the Holy See from Rome to 
Jerusalem might be under study 
in the Vatican,” the newspaper 
had seid. 


“We cannot deny all the 
mythical rumours that are put 
out without restralnt about the 
Church, the Holy See and the 
Pope," Alessandrini added. “Es- 
pecially when, as in this case, 
the improbability should be 
enough to destroy them.” 

The newspaper said the move 
was under consideration in the 
event the Communists win 2 
relative majority in the 1977 
national elections.

— An Indonesian 
airliner crashed in South Sumatra 
yesterday, Killing 23 of the 61 
passengers and crew aboard.

ROME (AP). — 
ECONOMIC RECESSION in in- 
dustrialized countries shook up 
world agriculture markets last year 
as consumers simply turned their 
backs on high-priced food, a United 
Nations report said Sunday. 

The ripple effect of recession was 
particularly pronounced for 
agricultural raw materials used in 
the automobile and home-building 
Industries, both hard hit by the 
economic crisis. 

While inflation pushed the value of 
world agricultural exports to a 
record leve), the actua] volume of 
trade in 1874 dropped by about four 
_Per cent from 1873. And prospects for 
1975 are not much better, the report 
said, predicting low rates of 
econo: growth accompanied by a 
high level of unemployment until a 
recovery expected in 1976. 

The assessment came in “The 
Commodity Review and Outlook, 
1974-75,"' an annual report put out by 
the UN Food and Agriculture 
Organization. 

The 257-page report said the value 
of world exports of primary 
agricultural commodities rose by 19 
per cent from 1973 to a record 
$106.5b.*in 1974, but mainly due 
to inflated prices. The prices of rice 
and sugar were more than three 
times their level in March 1972 while 
those of wheat, coarse grains, beef, 
bananas, coffee, wine, jute, hard 
fibers and cotton were more than 
twice as high. 

Coupled with this, economic reces- 
sion produced a drop in consumer 
spending in the United States, 
Canada, Japan and Western Europe. 
Feeling the pinch, housewives pass- 
ed up high-priced food, and demand 
dropped for those items particularly 
sensitive to changes in income — 
namely meat, fruits, wine and dairy 
and fishery products. 

Among raw materials, demand 
shrank noticeably for cotton, rubber, 
jute and forest products because of 
the recession in the automobile in- 
dustry and housing construction. 

The FAO report asserted that total 
agricultural production in 1974 was 
little changed from the preceding 
year: a 3.2 per cent decline in world 
cereals production was matched by 
an equivalent increase in other 
products, particularly fats and oils, 
meat, sugar, cocoa, tobacco, cotton, 
hides and skins, hard fibers and 
natural rubber. 

Gains in agricultural earnings in 
1974 were almost entirely offset by 
increases in the price of manufac- 
tured . However, the report 
emphasized that the real gains of in- 
dividual countries varied widely, 
based on the type of commodity ex- 

and their dependence on im- 


wheat, rice, fats and oils, sugar, 
pepper, cocoa and hard fibers made 
substantial gains in real terms as 
earnings from those commodities 
rose relatively more sharply than 
the increase in the price of manufac- 
tured items. 

On the other hand, those exporting 


᾿ meat, dairy products, oilcakes and 


meals, citrus fruit, bananas, coffee, 
wine, cotton, jute and hides and 
skins suffered substantial losses in 
real terms. 

On the bright side tor developing 
countries, FAO said that for the first 
time in recent years they gained the 
major share of the expansion of $10b. 
in agriculture exports, excluding 
forestry and fishery products. They 
earned approximately $5.4b. more 
than in 1978, although $3b. of that 
was due to sugar alone. 

But for all agricultural com- 
modities, gains in the industrial 
countries outstripped those in the 
developing countries, $8.9b. : 
$6.1b. The communist bloc and other 
centrally planned economies earned 
about $1.4b. more from their 
agriculture exports, and another 
$600m. ‘from ‘forestry and fishery 
products.

for Japan’s 


TOKYO. — 
RECESSION-HIT Japanese 
businessmen have found a silver lin- 
ing in the prolonged slump — fresh 
willingness by young Japanese to 
accept the work ethic of their 
‘tathers. 

While it is all gloom in the board- 
room over persistent red ink per- 
formances, the personnel depart- 
ment men have never been happier 
— it's years since the crop of new job 
applicants were so polite, eager to 
learn and ready to work hard. 

The young have had a nasty scare. 
With no relief in sight in a two-year- 
old slump, jobs are hard to come by. 
Many famous names in Japanese in- 
dustry are not hiring any school 
graduates this year, while others are 
taking only a token handful to avoid 
giving the impression business is 
terribie. 

Firms that are hiring have dis- 
covered to their delight they can now 
be choosy. Gone are the days when 
they had to go cap in hand to campus 
to plead: “Won't you join us?” 
sweetening the offer with foreign 
trips, scholarships and other bribes. 
Now personnel directors sit back and 
wait; the applicants are lucky if they 
get even a free cup of coffee. 

Lesser firms, accustomed to hav- 
ing to make do with mediocre left- 
overs, now find themzelves attrac- 
tive to the elite of Tokyo University 
(Todai) — one of a bare handful of 
schools that traditionally provide the 
captains of government and in- 
dustry. This year Todai graduates

The Gross National Product will 
this year be the same ag in 1974 
(in real terms), imports will decline 
by seven per cent and investments 
by nine per cent, a study by the 
research department of the Bank 
of Ysrael reveals. 

Private consumption is expected 
to decline by one per cent and ex-, 
ports by three per cent. Only pub- 
lic consumption (Government expen- 
ditures) will increase slightly — by 
one per cent. 

According to the national econo- 
mic plan the GNP was expected to 
increase by three per cent in real 
terms, This expectation’s failure to 
materialize is mainly attributed to 
the decline in exports. Government 
economists explain this by the 
slackening of world markets. Dur- 
ing 1975 world trade declined by 
10 per cent (mot including the 
OPEC countries). 

Some economists regard the in- 
crease in public consumption the 
Government's inability to restrain 
itself. However, this slight in- 
crease probably prevented mass up- 
employment which might have been 
created due to the decline in ex- 
moending ead slice. tha gan

that compared with 1973 (when 
public consumption increased by 19 
per cent) and 1974 (when it in- 
creased by 12.5 per cent) the pre- 
sent figures are satisfactory.

Reflecting the concern of young 
people, weekly magazines are 
currently full of articles advising job 
hunters how to improve their 
chances — basically giving lessons 
in how to dress properly and how to 
speak and behave politely.

TWO assassination attempts against President Ford have 
bestirred Americans to take another worried Jook at the vul- 
nerability of the President and the ills of American society. 

In the Congress there are demands for a review of the 
procedures of the Secret Service, whose job it is to protect 
the President. These demands are particularly insistent ‘because 
the would-be assassin, Mrs. Moore, was held by the police and 
Secret Service a day before her attempt and relieved of a 
hand . only to be set free again. 

Others, are again demanding that America’s all-too-liberal 
gun laws be amended so that weapons should not be made 
so easily available. This, of course, runs into resistance, not 
only because of American traditions, but also because of a 
particularly powerful and effective gun lobby which has suc- 
ceeded in blocking any legislative steps to tighten gun controls. 

And the psychologists are now having a field day analysing 
the types of persons who are prone to such actions and the 
social mechanisms which lie behind the assassination syndrome. 
Four American Presidents have been killed in this way and 


four others have been targets. 


As long as American Presidenta continue the practice of 
going out among the people, they will of course be exposed. 
Mr. Ford has stated that he will not be driven into seclusion by 
the danger, and certainly such withdrawal would run counter 
not only to what Americans expect of their leaders, but also 
to the character of American politics and politicians. 

Yet in a world in which all eyes are always in some way 
turned to the United States, and in which all countries are 
affected by what happens in America, whether as foes or as 
friends, the spectre of assassination is a profoundly disturbing 


and destabilizing reality. 


There is, of course, the immediate danger that the two 
attempts on Mr. Ford's life this month may in some way en- 
courage still more such crazed acts. For this reason Mr. Ford 
may well have to accept the appeals of those who are now 
asking him to avoid for a time situations in which he is ex- 
posed. Another immediate effect may be that the Democratic . 
Party will now feel it can no longer harbour any hopes of in 
the end persuading Senator Edward Kennedy to be its candidate 
in next year’s election campaign. For, despite the numerous 
active and would-be candidates now in the running, the Democ- 
rats have still silently suspected that when the chips are 
down, Senator Kennedy would agree to save the party from 
its disarray and agree to stand. 

Unfortunately, but inescapably, the danger of assassination 
has become in its own way a potent factor in the American

OBSERVERS IN MOSCOW are 
intrigued and puzzled by tlie 
strange course of Soviet 
behaviour following the signing 
of the Israeli-Egyptian interim 
accord on Sinai. 

The Russians did not attend 
the signing ceremony and the 
agreement was sharply criticis- 
ed in the Moscow press. The 
“Weekly Times” carried a long 
article attacking it. But since 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's violent denunciation of 
“Soviet incitement of Arab 
critics of the agreement,”' 
silence has reigned in the Rus- 
sian press on the subject. 

A long article in the Russian 


edition of ‘New Times," entitled 
“Noither War: nor Poaco -in 


Sinai’ does not appear in the 
English, French and German 
editions of the Soviet weekly, 
which generally come out five 
days later than the original. Nor- 
mally all the editions are iden- 
tical in content, but the article on 
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forms: Mirage warplanes, while 
refusing these to Israeli and 
ground-to-air Crotale miss 165. 

‘The Crotale missile contract 
triggered off embarrassment for 
both governments when it was 
revealed that the French
